The  second  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  February  11th,  5  o’clock  51  min¬ 
utes  in  the  evening,  hence  invisible  here. 

The  third  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July  9th;  12  o’clock  53  minutes  in 
the  morning.  Invisible  here. 

The  fourth  is  a  total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,''July  22d,  10  o’clock  18  minutes  in 
the  evening.  Visible  generally  in  North  and  South  America  and  parts  of  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  Europe  and  Africa.. 

The  fifth  is  a  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,"August  7th,  12  o’clock  28  minutes 
in  the  afternoon.  Invisible  here.  Visible  in  the  Arctic  Ocean,  Norway  and 
Sweden,  Denmark,  Greenland,  and  extreme  northerly  North  America.

The  Reformed  Church  has  a  long  and 
eventful  history  in  this  country.  It  was 
among  the  first  organizations,  and  has 
therefore  a  history  of  nearly  two  hun¬ 
dred  years  in  America.  “The  Life  of 
Schlatter”  says,  “Members  of  the  (Ger¬ 
man)  Reformed  Church  began  to  emi¬ 
grate  to  Pennsylvania  soon  after  the 
province  was  confirmed  to  Wm.  Penn 
under  the  Great  Seal^  which  important 
event  took  place 
on  the  4th  of 
March,  1681.  As 
early  as  1725  these 
were  well  organiz¬ 
ed  churches  with 
pastors,  so  that 
Schlatter’s  mission 
to  America  was 
rather  to  organize 
the  already  exist¬ 
ing  congregations, 
to  unite  them  more 
closely  with  one 
another,  and  with 
the  mother  church 
in  the  fatherland. 

This  indicates  that 
the  Reformed 
Church  has  no 
mean  history  to 
look  back  to. 


Our  church  members  should  be  more 
deeply  concerned  about  the  Sunday- 
school.  This  is  an  important  church 
activity.  It  is  the  best  means  of  build¬ 
ing  up  the  church.  From  the  Sunday- 
school  thousands  of  children  grow  up  to 
become  and  remain  members  of  the 
church.

the  church  from 
the  Sunday-school.

It  first  commenced  with 
the  Ohio  Synod,  and  was  afterward  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  other  synods.  At  the 
last  General  Synod  at  Akron,  Ohio,  the 
Children’s  Day  was  established  for  the 
whole  church.  The  following  is  the  res¬ 
olution  of  General  Synod:  ‘‘That  the 
second  'Sunday  in  June  and  the  sec¬ 
ond  Sunday  in  September  be  appointed 
Children’s  Days,  and  that  our  pas¬ 
tors  and  congregations  be  requested, 
through  their  respective  classes,  to  ob¬ 
serve  one  or  the  other  of  these  days,  ac- 
•oording  to  their  preference.”

efforts,  looking  towards  its  speedy  ex¬ 
termination.”

Here  and  There. 


The  first  newspaper  in  America  was 
issued  in  Boston  in  1690,  called  “Pub- 
lick  Occurrences.”  The  Boston  “News 
Letter”  was  founded  in  1704,  and  con¬ 
tinued  until  1775.  A  journal  was  pub¬ 
lished  at  Philadelphia  in  1719,  and  at 
New  York  in  1725.  For  the  next  fifty 
years  the  number  increased  slowly. 
When  the  war  with  England  commenced 
in  1775,  there  were  but  39  journals  of 
all  kinds  published  in  the  United  States. 
From  that  time  the  number  of  news¬ 
papers  increased  to  150  in  1800,  366  in 
1810,  861  in  1828, 1,403  in  1840,  2,526  in 
1850,  4,051  in  1860,  5,871  in  1870, 11,314 
in  1880,  and  14,160  in  1886.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  dailies  published  in  1886  was 
1,216,  of  weeklies  10,685  and  of  month¬ 
lies  1,603.  The  principal  development 
of  newspapers  has  been  in  the  cities  of 
New  York,  Chicago,  Philadelphia,  Bos¬ 
ton,  San  Francisco,  St.  Louis,  Cincin¬ 
nati,  Baltimore  and  New  Orleans.
